The  usual  work  was  satisfactorily  performed. 

The  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  and  the  Market,  Foreshore  and 
Old  Harbour  Committee,  discussed  jointly  a  proposal  to  establish  a 
mussel  cleansing  plant  in  the  borough,  but  no  decision  was  arrived 
at  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  year  was  not  notable  for  any  unusual  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease.  There  were  no  deaths  from  measles,  whooping 
cough,  scarlatina  or  diphtheria.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
measles  and  whooping  cough  were  added  to  the  list  of  compulsorily 
notifiable  diseases. 

No  schools  'were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease.
